beth and Prince Philip who receiv¬ 
ed them near the entrance to the 
dining room. 

In the receiving line with their 
Royal Highnesses were Lieutenant 
Governor and Mrs. Bowlen and 
Premier and Mrs. Manning. 

Princess Elizabeth had a charm¬ 
ing smile for each guest present¬ 
ed, and greeted each one with 
“How do you do." The Prince also 
met the guests with a pleasant 
smile and a firm handclasp. 

Shortly after all guests were in 
the dining room the head table 
guests led by Lieutenant-Govern¬ 
or and the Princess followed by 
the Prince and Mrs. Manning, en¬ 
tered the dining room. 

For the occasion the Princess 
wore a black cocktail length dress 
with black sequins, black elbow- 
length gloves and carried a small 
black evening bag. Her shoes were 
black open toed suede pumps with 
high heels. She wore a diamond 
necklace with matching earrings 
and diamond bracefet on her right 
arm. 

The head table, which was act¬ 
ually three separate tables, was 
decorated with red roses in deep 
green foliage along the * entire 
length. Tall blue lit tapers in sil¬ 
ver candlebra completed the dec¬ 
oration. 

The guests tables were set dia¬ 
gonally to the head table and 
were decorated with trays of light, 
and dark bronze and yellow chry¬ 
santhemums flanked by yellow 
tapers.

Trace History of Early Families 

Pioneers To Compile 
Early Family History 


Closely linked -with the history 
of Southern Alberta are the names 
of a host of pioneer families that 
are gradually fading into oblivion 
along with the horse and bugvy. 

These families settled- in the 
West long before railroads made 
their appearance, when there was 
as many Indians as there were set¬ 
tlers and none had an inkling of 
the wealth in natural resources 
that lay hidden under the rolling 
prairies. And their names have 
never been set down in official 
records. 

It's quite likely they never 
would have been, either, if the 
Southern Alberta Pioneer and Old 
Tuners Association at its annual 
meeting a year ago,liad not decid¬ 
ed that something should be done 
before Ihe old timers’ records hud 
disappeared. 

It was with the idea of evolving 
a plan to collect this history up to 
and including the year 1890 that 
Douglas Hardwick, himself a pion¬ 
eer, was persuaded to become pre¬ 
sident of the association for the 
present year. 

With this major objective In 
mind a committee was set up 
which developed a plan for gath¬ 
ering together this history. 

The mechanics of this plan are 
simple: just one member of each 
pioneer family must fill out a spe¬ 
cial questionnaire form and send 
it fo the director of the nearest 
district. Ihe aforementioned forms 
may be obtained at the larger post 
offices in Southern Alberta, local 
old-timers' associations, or by- 
writing any director. 

Lut the problem of finding rela¬ 
tives and descendants of these pio¬ 
neer families is the difficult part. 
Provisions have been made on the 
forms for addition of names of 
families that have left the pro¬ 
vince, bag, baggage and relatives, 
and deceased pioneers who left no 
descendants at all. 

The form Is primarily interested 
in all data prior to and including 
1890 as pertaining to the "pioneer 
period.” Those filling out forms 
are then invited to fill out the full 
names and the date of birth of the 
members of their families from the 
end of that period until the pre¬ 
sent day. This additional informa¬ 
tion will bo attached as an add¬ 
enda to the “Pioneer Records" for 
the use of those compiling the 
next or "Pioneer Son Period." 

In an effort to gather the re¬ 
cords of these pioneer familie* in 
Southern Alberta, which district 
extends from Red Deer south to 
the US. border, a central research 
committee was formed by the 
Southern Alberta Pioneer and Old 
Timers' Association, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Hardwick. 
Included in the committee are 
Miss Marv Pinkham, O.B.E.; J. E. 


A. Macleod, K.C.; Alex McTitvlsh; 
W. J. Wilde, and honorary secre¬ 
tary, Leishman McNeill, 

They will be helped by a group 
of 22 well-known directors, each 
responsible for a district and for 
its local organization. Mr. Hard¬ 
wick wishes it made perfectly clear 
that the forms, when completed, 
should be sent to the director of 
the nearest district, not the near¬ 
est director. 

The committee will endeavor to 
collect, Index -ind tabulate an ac¬ 
curate tally of all who came to or 
were born in Southern Alberta 
prior to the enJ of 1890 and se¬ 
cure a complete list of the names 
and locations of all those surviv¬ 
ing at that date, thus completing 
the "Pioneer Period” and leaving 
it so that others can carry on 
from there. 

The history of each pioneer 
family will be woven, year by 
year, into the contemporary his¬ 
tory of the country. When com¬ 
pleted, it is hopi d that copies will 
be placed in local museums, prin¬ 
cipal colleges and public libraries 
where they will be easily acces¬ 
sible for reference to piesent and 
future generations wishing to, 
know the past connection of their 
families with the building of Their 
country. 

These histories and records will 
not be used for any commercial 
purposes ’whatever, and if ever 
publislu-d will be available to a!l 
at cost price. 

The committee hopes that ail 
will assist in this voluntary effort 
to save the fast-disappearing rec¬ 
ord of the past, and that no piun- 
per family <>f Southern Alberta 
will allow its name and history to 
be missed by failure to secure and 
send in a form.

Taking Care of 
Your Shotgun 

It you want top performance 
from your shot shells this and ev¬ 
ery fall, keep your shotgun in 
good condition. 

Important points to consider 
are cleaning und storing. A dirty 
shotgun will kick your aim off 
c< litre and interfere with the true 
flight, of the pellets.. Improper 
storage of your shotgun during the 
off season nuiy lead to corrosion of 
the barrel, \nd make the gun 
much harderjho keep clean during 
the shooting season. 

Before Jme hunting season opens, 
.shotgun* should be thoroughly 
cleaned with gun oil, using a 
cleaning rod or pull-through in¬ 
side the barrel. This should be re¬ 
pealed after duck hunting in the 
marshes to guard against the ef¬ 
fect of any moisture that may 
have been picked up. 

Occasionally a gun will "lead 
up" in use, with gray streaks of 
lead being visible at the forcing 
cone just ahead of' the chamber, 
and at the choke where the bar- 
id is constricted. This lead can be 
removed with ordinary mercuric 
ointment which should be applied 
to the affected parts and allowed 
lo stand for 21 hours. After the 
ointment has been remlfted. the 
gun should be thoroughly cleaned 
again with gun oil. 

In preparation for storage dur¬ 
ing the off-season, the gun should 
lie cleaned, then liberally greased 
with petroleum jelly. During tins 
cleaning and greasing, plenty of 
-rugs should be used and care tak¬ 
en that the fingers do not touch 
(he metal, as body acids can start 
ct rrosion which will carry on un¬ 
der the grease. 

Guns should always be stored In 
n clean, cool, dry place. They 
should not he stored in leather 
cases as these tend to attract 
moisture, and should never be 
stored with their burrels plugged. 
Air should be allowed to circulate 
freely. .

“When we remove competition we remove one of 
the greatest incentives to human progress,” remarks 
a contemporary editor. 

There is a strong element of truth in that statement 
But it is also true that the constant aims of various 
groups seems to be the avoidance of competition. 

Investigations under the Combines Act showed that 
the makers of optometrical supplies had a tight com¬ 
bine and fixed prices. The same was true of makers 
of dental supplies. Glass manufacturers admitted com¬ 
bining to maintain prices, and paid heavy fines. Col¬ 
lusion in price-fixing was revealed at the recent trial 
of baking companies. 

Right now the Japanese are offering Canadians a 
whole array of manufactured articles of good quality 
and low price. Canadian manufacturers say that they 
cannot compete and want tariff protection. They don’t 
want competition. 

Those who pay lip service to the competitive idea, 
and then meet in secret assemblages to get around 
competitive practises, are no more or less than hypo¬ 
crites. —Brooks Bulletin.

THE FRICK TAG 

The following was taken from 
the Canadian Jersey Breeders and 
was written by Irvine Embleton, 
but the logic- is sound and applies 
io breeders of beef cattle as well 
as dairy cattle. 

All success in livestock is 
brought about by combining a 
good animal and a good man. Nei¬ 
ther one can get anywhere with¬ 
out the other. 

.The price of an animal can nev¬ 
er have the slightest effect upon 
the animal itself, but it has a very 
decided influence on the human 
part of the combination. Most of 
us value things in accordance with 
the amount of effort it Hook to ac¬ 
quire them. This is especially true 
of the amateur who has no other 
yardstick of valuu than the price 
placed upon the animal by some¬ 
one else, 

Generally speaking when a man 
has strained himself to the ut¬ 
most to obtain a particular ani¬ 
mal, it is a pretty safe bet that he 
will do the best he knows how to 
do something worthwhile with It, 
In other words when we get a lot 
of eggs in one basket, we develop 
a very strong tendency to watch 
the basket, 

I remember reading a few years 
back about a man in Scotland who 
made a great success of breeding 
Shorthorns and who had reached 
the heights of success in a very- 
short time. Upon being asked how 
he had reached the top so soon ho 
answered: "When I started in 
Shorthorns, I didn’t know a thing 
about them. I was born and 
brought up in a city and knew 
nothing of cows whatever. So the 
first thing I did was to find who 
did know the most about Short¬ 
horns and after I found this out, I 
started going to sales and I wat¬ 
ched these men. When they hid on 
a cow, I hid on her too and when 
possible I bid enough more to get 
her." This man stumbled onto one 
of the greatest tiuths in livestock 
values and that is that it isn't only 
the price tag that makes an ani- 
p.al worthwhile, but w-ho puts the 
price tag on. 

When you hear a njan say "But 
no cow is worth a thousand dol¬ 
lars” you can be sure he is telling 
the truth to the extent it hat no 
cow would be worth a thousand 
dollars to him
